A TURNING POINT 

The defeat of the Johnson administration's civil rights 
bill in the U. S. Senate properly may be regarded as a turn- 
ing point in the political life of the United States. Since the 
1950s, advocates of "civil rights" have only had to demand 
new legislation opening up privileges for a minority and the 
congress has jumped to obey. Only two years ago, former Sen. 
Barry Goldwater said he believed that the Civil Rights Act 
of 1964 was unconstitutiogal. He found himself in a political 
position of great loneliness. His candid, courageous stand on 
this question unquestionably contributed to his defeat in the 
presidential race. 
^' But things have changed in two years. Indeed they have 
changed very much in the last four months, U. S. Sen Everett 
Dirksen (R-lll.), the minority leader in the Senate, took an 
unshakeable stand against the Civil Rights Act of 1966. He 
said that, in his judgment, the so-called open housing provis- 
ion of the bill was unconstitutional. His stand against open 
housing proved decisive in settling the bill's fate in the Senate. 

What is apparent is that Sen. Dirksen's stand was not only 
correct in terms of principle but politically wise — perhaps 

- The Illinois electorate is in a very different 
+ frame of mind from two years ago. Invasion of respectable 
white-collar and blue-collar neighborhoods in Chicago and 
other Illinois communities by bands of agitators calling for 
open housing has caused a revulsion in that state. Illinois citi- 
zens are tired of harassment by exponents of “black power.” 
They are sick of political leaders in clerical collars who use 
pious talk to cover up the building of a political machine. 
They have come to the point where they aren't going to take 
any more from the professional disturbers of the peace who 
incite violence. while giving lip service to idealistic goals. 

In other words, there is in Ilinois and other Northern 
states what newspapermen have come to describe as a “white 
backlash." Suddenly, it has become a treméndous force in the 
public arena. Politicians who long have toadied to the “civil 
rights” leaders are awaie of public resentment. This is why the 
Civil Rights Act did not get through the Senate. 

It seems clear that the professional masterminds of the 
“Civil Rights” campaign have overplayed their hand. For more 
than a decade, they used divide and conquer tactics. They 
managed to persuade many people in the North and West that 
Southerners who objected to harassment were uniquely evil 
people. Southerners became hate objects and were the target 


But an angry reaction isn't enough. There should be a 
follow-up in terms of a cool appraisal of the whole question 
of “civil rights." For example, there should be a general ack- 
nowledgement that no minority has a right to special privil- 
eges above and beyond those enjoyed by the majority, The 
country needs a new awareness of the danger to traditional 
freedoms inherent in a ruthless campaign to confer privilege 
on a few, It isn't enough to defeat an open housing provision. 
What is important is that the whole concept of the sanctity 
of private property be reasserted and buttressed anew in legis- 
lative form. In the long run, ways and means must be found 
to get into the federal bench judges who will uphold the rights 
of the majority — not simply those of a minority — and who 
will recognize that “civil rights" do not mean a license to riot 
and turn the country upside down to appease a cadre of pro- 
fessional agitators. Defeat of the Civil Rights Act of 1966 
should be viewed chiefly as an opportunity to begin a fight to 
win back lost freedoms.

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Cuban Refugee Program, 
CWS' 20th Anniversary 
Highlights NCC Assembly 


Church leaders from all 
parts of the nation will get a 
first-hand view of their church 
es’ dramatic ministry to home- 
less political refugees as they 
meet here Dec. 4-9 for the 
triennial General Assembly of 
the National Council of 
Churches. - 

Miami has for six years 
been the U. S. arrival point for 
186,000 Cuban refugees. The 
concerted efforts of govern- 
ment, churches, and secular 
agencies have thus far found 
homes and jobs in communi- 
ties throughout this country 
for some 100,000 of these dis- 
placed persons. 

The National Council's De- 
partment of ‘Church World 
Service is the agency acting 
for Protestant, Anglican and 
Eastern Orthodox churches in 
this humanitarian task. 

CWS has been the interna- 
tionally respected relief agen- 
cy of America's Protestant 
churches since 1946, In 1950 
it was one of twee interde- 
nomiantional organizations 
which merged to form the 
NCC. 

The Council's forthcoming 
General Assembly will high- 
light the Cuban refugee reset- 


tlement program together with 
CWS' 20th anniversary year— 
during which cooperating 
churches topped the four-bil- 
lion pound mark in food and 
other material relief sent to 
the hungry, ill and homeless 
of 50 countries and hardship 
areas throughout the world. 

In 1965 alone more than 
227 million pounds of relief 
supplies reached their destina- 
tions through CWS channels. 
But even this vast bulk, valued 
at $26 million, falls far short 
of representing the churches' 
total work in overseas relief. 

More important is the long- 
range goal of putting people 
back on their feet economical- 
ly. The Cuban refugee pro- 
gram illustrates this most gra- 
phically. CWS has been in- 
strumental in organizing fol- 
low-up programs to the year- 
old airlift from Havana to 
Miami. 

In fact, the airlift became 
a reality onlysafter religious 
agencies (CWS, HIAS, and 
Catholic Relief Services) un- 
dertook to receive, screen and 
place refugees in communities 
where they can be self-support 
ing without becoming a bur- 
den to the area.

Fr. Thompson's Trip To Europe 


(Fr. Paul Thompson, vicar 
of St John the Episcopal 
Church tells of his recent trip 
to Europe). 

This was the first time 1 had 
visited Europe in tbe late sum- 
mer and 1 had planned to 
make a number of short stops 
in various cities and finally to 
stay for about a week some- 
where on the Atlantic. When 
1 arrived in England I was 
greeted by the most perfect 
weather and a display of flow- 
ers and ‘greenery that I had 
never seen before anywhere. 
This changed my mind and I 
ended up spending my entire 
visit in London and Cardiff, 
except for four days in Mad- 
rid. 

During my time in Britain I 
stayed with the Community of 
the Resurrection, an Anglican 
monastic Order founded by 
the great and well known 
Charles Gore. The Order has 
a house in Holland Park, Ken- 
sington, London and one in 
Roath, Cardiff, Wales and it 
was in these two houses that 
I stayed. Holland Park practi- 
cally joins Hyde Park for some 
three or four miles of Park. 
This must be seen to be ap- 
preciated. The grass looked as 
if it had been cut by hand, 
roses and dalhias, begonias, 
and many other flowers in 
perfect condition and blossom. 
The roses were the size of'a 
man's soup bowl and of every 
color imaginable. 

In Cardiff the house again 
joined a great expanse of park 
which runs through the city

and leads several miles away 


Ponds, row boats, strollers and 
the general care and use of 
the park gives the impression 
that it has not changed for 
many centuries. 

Galleries, cathedrals, public 
buildings are too much to at- 
tempt to write about. The Lon- 
don house was considered new 
and it was built before the 
Civil War. I was impressed b 
the great crowds in London; 
cars bumper to bumper and 
people shoulder to shoulder, is 
thenórm at all times. Food as 
we are used to it is difficult 
to get, housing is, impossible. 
It seems difficult to imagine 
just how the average person 
does live with normal and ne- 
cessary goods; foods, and sup- 
plies very high in cost. 

Luxury items are available 
everywhere at a fraction of 
American prices when they 
can be found here- My great 
concern was over The masses 
of Englishman who must 
spend the same money for the 
same food we buy and whose 
income is half or less of aus. 
A two room flat in Kensington 
costs some $45 a weck and is 


lief. For victims of disaster 
around the world, this means 
immediate emergency help. 
MCOR, working with other 
relief agencies, is able to 
speed food, clothing, medic- 
ine, and often temporary shel- 
ter to disaster scenes. Immedi- 
ate and longer range help, as 
for refugees and orphans, is 
provided in the ministering 
spirit of Christ. 

More than 300,000 Ameri- 
cans are in Vietnam. VA hos- 
pitals are crowded with vet- 
erans of other wars. There is 
a particular kind of loneliness 
in our orphanages and senior 
citizens homes, and a sense of 
despair in our prisons.

Higher Than US 


JACKSONVILLE — Flor- 
ida's beautiful ocean fronts, ri- 
vers and lakes take a yearly 
toll of two-and-a-half times 
the U. S. rate in drownings. 

There were 462 in 1965, 
survey by the State Board of 
Health showed today — 8 per 
100,000 population. The fig- 
ure was slightly above the a- 
verage of 433 deaths during 
1960-65.

ing the freeze of Jan. 30, 
reached maturity almost sim- 
ulataneously in all producing 
areas. 

Last year, Anderson said, 
665 foreign workers were al- 
lowed to work in the citrus in- 
dustry over a period of three 
weeks following the January 
freeze. Vegetable produ 
‘received no foreign labor re- 
lief during the season.

Dickinson 
Gives Report 
On Finances 


TALLAHASSEE — Siate 
Comptroller Fred O. (Bud) 
Dickinson, Jr., has summariz- 
ed his report of state finances 
for the 1965-66 fiscal year, 
noting a record $2;174,373,- 
026 in total balance and re- 
ceipts. 

Total receipts reached the 
$2,020,978,052 mark and the 
balance as of July 1, 1965, to- 
taled $153,394,974, 

Total expenditures for ¿the 
year were $2,011,881,250 This 
left a balance in the state trea- 
sury of $162,491,776 as of 
June 30, 1966. 

Dickinson noted that his re- 
port, in the form of a pamph- 
let entitled "Your Money and 
Where it Goes," is now rea- 
dy for distribution to all in- 
terested persons. 

A breakdown of this year's 
balance indicated that $54,- 
337.688 of the total sum re- 
presented funds credited to the 
state's operating account — 
the General Revenue Fund. In 
addition, the par value of in- 
investments on hand was $801, 
864,180. This sum consists of 
Various types of securities 
which earned over $22,800,000 
in interest for the year. 

Motor vehicles licenses, be- 
verage taxes and cigarette tax- 
es raised an additional $219,- 
788,933. Other fees, licenses 
and taxes amounted to $239,- 
193,880, Dickinson noted. 

Aids and donations totaled 
$282,537,403, with the major 
portion coming from the fed- 
eral government. Miscellan- 
cous revenue produced $59,- 
252,772 and contributions by 
employees into various retire- 
ment systems another $73,- 
652.318. 

Non-recurring receipts, such 
as tale of revenue certificates, 
brought in $319,244,401. And 
refunds and transfers added 
$361,566,889 for the record 
total in receipts of over $2 bil- 
lion, pointed>aut the Comp- 
troller
